That the legal voters of the district de-
scribed in section three of an act entitled “ An act
to amend an act entitled an act relating to the town
of Faribault,” approved February first, eighteen hun-
dred and sixty-six, at any meeting called in the man-
ner provided by law for calling special town meetings,
by a vote of a majority of those present at any such
meeting, shall have power to authorize or direct the

a fire engine or engines and other suitable apparatus,
and to cause to be organized fire engine, hook and
Iadder and hose companies and td provide for the due
and proper support and regulation of the same, and to
cause to be built all necessary and proper cisterns,
tanks, engine houses and to purchase sites necessary
therefor, and by vote to raise for such purposes, or any
of them, such sums of money as the majority of the
voters present shall deem necessary therefor.

8z0. 2. The supervisors of said town shall have power
to make all such ordinances as shall apg;ear to them to
be necessary for protection againet fire and for the
organization, regulation and government of all fire

_engine, hook and ladder and hose companies organized

under the provisions of this act.

Skc. 3. All sums fixed upon by the legal voters of
said district, as herein provided, for any of the purpos-
es aforesaid, shall be voted, levied and collected pur-
suant to the provisions of section fourteen of an act
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entitled % An act relating to the town of Faribault,”

river on the boundary of said town. Baid bonds shall
be signed by the chairman of the board of supervisors,
and countersigned by the town clerk of said town.
